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Today we begin a broad summary of the indictment that the Ankara Martial Law 
Command Military Prosecutor's Office prepared in connection with the "NSP Case." 


In the introduction to the indictment, which opens by declaring that Ataturk 
clearly understood the negative impact upon society of the pre-Republican state 
based on Islamic law and the result that this law stymied development, it is 
stated: "Certain sectors of our society--albeit the ainority--a d a limited 
number of our citizens have been unable to free themelves from the vestiges of 
a state based on Islamic law that dominated the life of Turkish society for a 


great many years.” 


According to the indictment: °“...Some people have been willing to take advantage 
of the pluralistic, democratic principles and provisions of the Constitution and 
the Political Parties Law in order to establish a political party that would take 
power and gradually alter the lews of the land to suit their aims, thereby 
creating a state based on Islamic law. 


“In fact, Necmettin Erbakan, one of the founders of the defunct National Order 
Party (NOP) and the party's general chairman, said in an address at Bafra on 
17.9.1970 that the NOP was not « party in the ordinary sense, that they adopted 
the name for the sake of organization and being able to attain their goals, that 
they were legally compelled to assemble under the party name, but that they vere 
not a genuine party.” 


The indictment stresses that the individuals in the 1970's who were influential 
in setting the goal of a state based on Islamic law were not merely Necmettin 
Erbakan and his associates. The indictment states: “An undetermined number of 
persons acting in league and independently expended efforts...in legal bodies for 
their illegal goal. But no one individual could attain the reputation and 
personal iniluence through which the party could sway the masses.” 
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The indictment states that “prosecution for activities aimed at creating 4 state 
based on Islamic law was impossible because of the pardon in effect regarding 
Necmettin Erbakan and hie associates after the NOP was shut down.” The indictment 
underlines that “certain individuals included among the leaders of the NOP estab~ 
lished the NSP in league with other persons.” The following views are also 
expressed: “The NOP experience dictated greater caution on the part of the 
defendants, who thie time decided to use the NEP ae the means of establishing 

4@ state based on Islamic law; however, the p and activities required to 
boleter the cause brought to light their criminal intenc.” 


In examining thie criminal intent the indictment focuses its attention on two 


basic elements. One is the — 9 and placards used at various meetings and 
rallies. The other is the level of relations between associations and the NSP. 


The indictment reports that the following slogans were shouted at various rallies 
and meetings attended by Necmettin Erbaban and other NSP officiale: “The Atheist 
State Will Surely Be Destroyed,” “The Holy Law Ie on the Way, There Will Be No 
More Tears,” “The Holy Law Ie Ielem,” “The Constitution Ie the Koran,” “Seculariee 
le Absurd, We Are Followers of the Holy Law.” It is aleo reported that placards 
carried in marches and rallies had written on them: “Khomeyni in Iran, Erbakan 

in Turkey,” “If We Are To Strike, Let's Strike; If We Are To Destroy, Let's 
Destroy; If We Are To Die, Let's Die,” “Let the Holy Law Be Established, Let the 
Present Order Be Toppled,” “One Caliph, One State,” “Our Holy War Is the Struggle 
of Truth Againet Paleehood. Who Does Not Govern Justly Ie 4 Tyrant.” 


One of the pointe in thie regard emphasized in the indictment is the fact that 
some of the placards and slogans were written in such a way as to leave no doubt 
that they were directed against Ataturk. For example, there were iacards that 
read: “The Prophet Is the Sole Leader,” “Let the Idole Be Broken, Let Islam Be 
Established." 


Regarding the NSP's relations with various associations the indictment offers 
these views: “...It is clear that the activities of these two associations had 
a common focus in that both used the NSP's influence over the masses and the 
party's power. Their activities show that they acted by every means to achieve 
the same goal. These two associations were the Raider Association (Abinci 
Dernegi) and the Raider Youth Association (Akinci Genclik Dernegi) known as 
Ak-Genc. 


The indictment asserts that the defendante--Erbakan in particular--provided as 
much material assistance and support as they could to these associations and, 
drawing upon several documents, makes the following assessment: “In a letter 
(file 3, series 221), confiscated during the search of the NSP General Head- 
quarters, written by Yilmaz Koker (who was evidently appointed Golkay district 
NSP chairman during the 1978 congress) to an identified recipient, Koker wrote, 
"Il was appointed NSP district chairman on 12.6.1978 during the district con- 
gress... We moved to establish the Raiders Association while meeting in the hall 
located in the forefront of the floor we are renting... The Raiders Association 
will be officially established by a letter of authorization that we will be 
receiving from the general headquarters...'” 








it te stated in a document alee seiged at the general headquarters and entitied 
"“Rasie Work Plan” (file 3, series 222-224) that “a Wemesber youth group will be 
formed in every neighborhood in Altindag district,..that efforts will be made te 
increase the number to 100, and that @ Raiders branch and a MITTS (Turkish National 
Student Union) branch will be opened in every neighborhood where membership 
reaches 100..." Moreover, in reviewing the NSP books for Malatya province it is 
clear that 5,609 lira were spent to cover the Hasircilar Raiders Association 
expenditures, 6,000 lira were spent on 10.5,.1978 to cover the 19/4 building rent 
of the Poturge Raiders Association, and that contributions were made by the 
party's provincial administration to the Tastepe Branch of the Raiders Associa- 
tion. 


An even more igportant document was seized during the raid on the NSP General 
Weadquartere and which has on it notes written in Necmittin Erbakan's own hand. 
This document reveals several very interesting and important facts, Ase understood 
from this document, alter the activities of the Raiders were halted by the Martial 
Law Command there was 4 need for 4 new organization. it is reported that the 
situation was put before the defendant Necmettin Erbakan and that, ae a4 result, 
such an organifation was to be established under the name Raider Youth Association. 
The association was to become active as of 1 March 1961 and would require 
3,290,000 lira over a period of 6 gonths for expenses and overhead. The result 

of thie work was at the same time submitted as a fiscal report by Tevfik Riza 
Cavus, who was party inepector (file 3, series 59-79). 


"It is evident from Erbakan's private notes in the seized document that 4 signifi- 
cant portion of the money needed for the Konya rally of 6.9.1980 was obtained 
through the private efforts of the defendants Necmettin Erbakan and Recai Kurtan 
and from an undetermined source... It is clear that instructions io prepare 
cloth and foreign exchange with certain slogans written on them came from the 
party's general headquarters and directly from the defendants.” 


The conclusion reached by the indictment in light of all these documents was: 
“Although the defendants asserted during questioning that in most cases they were 
not the ones who organized the rallies, that they participated as invitees in 
rallies legally organized by others and that they gave speeches oniy when asked... 
the number of participating party leaders, their administrative functions, the 
current of each rally...and their own dispositions and wills demonstrate that such 
rallies could not have been organized to thie degree without instructions." 
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After listing rallies heid in Yosgat on 29.5.1979, Bursa on 10.6.1979, Kocaeli on 
29.3.1980, Sivas on 31.5.1980, aad, finally, Konya on 6.9.1980, the indictment 
notes: “The speeches that a large number of the defendants--particularly 
Necmettin Erbakan--made...at these rallies had the quality of propaganda aimed at 
systematically creating a consensus for a state based on Islamic iav.” 


To exemplify a speech assertedly made with the anti-secular goal of altering the 
basic laws of the land to conform with religious principles and beliefs...and to 














secure political advantage, the indictment cites the defendant Mustafa Yasgan's 
apeech made at the opening of the Konya Raiders Association branch in 1977, 
Mustafa Yaegan eaid: “Pelicitations te you all on the Islamic new year... An 
overpowering reaction has at last begun in Anatolia... We established the world's 
greatest civilisation by conforming to the commands of God and His Prophet and 
submitting to the lofty ordinances of lelam. We regressed the more we turned our 
backe on that lofty truth and the more we rejected those characteristics that 
made us what we are... We were compelled to fight, to wage holy war on every 
front during World War |. In the end this nation fell prey to 4 step by step 
exploitation. And yet thie sacred nation Lo ged for salvation through 4 great 
holy war waged for the eake of the Ielamic cause, this final fortress Anatolia, 
and for God and love of Wie Prophet. Thies nation did not embark on a lofty holy 
war to create some hero but only to sake Ielam ‘overeign. If we take 4 look 
behind thie we find that in Turkey the paseion of a period had started to become 
ite distinctive garb.” 


According to the indictment euch words “demonstrate that the defendant Mustafa 
Yazgan ie consumed by the desire to make Islamic principles sovereign over every- 
thing in Turkey and that he believes even the War of Independence was fought for 


this purpose.” 


Another part of Yazgan's speech addressed idealists and leftists: “Under current 
conditions the cause cannot develop merely through the use of cannon, rifles, 
dynamite, bullets, quarrels, fights, shouts, calle, and, above all, the image of 
the grey wolf... There would be no future. If there are idealists who recognize 
no other way than Islamic law, if they support our sincere sentimente and thoughts, 
then let them help; let us embrace them. Let them become one with their Raider 
brethren..." The indictment evaluates these words in the following manner: "A 
atate is being called for based on Islamic law which would result in religious 
principles becoming the laws of the land. There is no doubt that what he calls 
‘the cause’ in his speech ie ‘a state based on Islamic law.'” 


Mustafa Yargan continues the speech by saying: “First, by the love and compassion 
of Islamic civilization and Isles iteelf, we will invite to our cause all the non- 
islamic movements of all leftists in our suntry. We shall not fire a shot without 
warning. First you will expleio Islam to them. You will teach thoroughly what 
justice and truth are. If, despite this, a man still opposes the movement that 
you have described as Islam, you can then respond with the required defense. We 
will choose no other path than Islam, which constitutes the bulwark of justice and 
truth beyond these human ideologies. It is the bulwark of absolute truth..." 


With regard to certain concepts the NSP defendants used during several rallies, 
the indictment offers these views: "By the word ‘justice,’ the phrase ‘the 
entirety of Islamic principles,’ and the term ‘holy war’ is meant the struggle 
that each citizen--designated by the defendants as 'Muslims'--must wage using 
his life and property so that Islamic principles wi.l reign supreme in every 
wphere of society and private life.” 


As an example in the indictment of propaganda aimed at altering the laws of the 
land in accordance with religious principles...and, in effect, creating a state 
based on Islamic law, the following speech made by Necmettin Erbakan to pilgrims 











at Mecea during the 1979 pilgscimage is cited: “You see the state of the nation... 
What is the reason for theese affiictions’? Let us leave political parties aside 
Are we or are we not following the Koran’? Let us make a determination. Are 
those who govern us governing according to the Koran’? If not, are they governing 
by another set of lawa? We must wake a determination. The Turkish Civil Code 
comes from Switeerland while the Turkish Commercial Code comes verbatim from 
Germany, and we took the Turkieh Penal Code from the Italian Penal Code. It is 
obvious that those who govern this nation do so through lawe adopted from France, 
Germany, and Switgerland. Are not those states in the Weat Christian and Jewish? 
We have followed after them and abandoned the Koran. How will we make the Koran 
sovereign’? Through holy war. The war that the Koran cites is an act of piety. 
Holy war: It is the name cf the etruggle a Muslim wages using his life and 
property to render supreme on earth the laws of God and make Islam sovereign. 

It is the religious duty of every Muslim. The sovereignty of Islam will be 
secured through the law. This can be done through the Assembiy. Therefore, 
National Salvation serves the community as a party... We must establish the 
sovereignty of Islam. Holy war ie required to do this. There is a religious 
community to conduct holy war. We must take our place within this community..." 


The following speech that Sevket Kazan delivered in April 1980 at Rotterdam to 
Turkish workers was assessed in the indictment as propaganda directed toward the 
establishment of a state based on Islamic law: "Politics means to govern, to be 
in power. This is the meaning of politics. Now when we say religion and politics 
do not mix, do you know what happens as result? God's law is not in effect. It 
means that the word of God's law becomes unacceptable. This is the meaning of it. 
If a man says that the word of God's law is unacceptable, that man has no tie to 
the Muslim community. God commands in the Holy Koran: ‘God makes known and it is 
but the infidels themselves who govern not by God's ordinances...’ Unless justice 
reigns in this country, unless the Muslim people in this country embark upon the 
true and just path shown by God, there will surely be no salvation. Therefore, 

my brethren, let us abandon those who take us in pursuit of these falsehoods... 
Where is your Islamic state’ [tt does not exist and all calamity stems from this 
fact...” 


In a speech that Necmettin Erbakan made on 4,.12.1977 during local elections, he 
said: “Those who read the available religious books are taken away and imprisoned. 
Men are oppressed who believe in praying together. My saintly brothers of Urfa, 
do not forget these cruelties... If National Salvation is debilitated, they will 
again turn these mosques into stables." The indictment responds to these state- 
ments by saying that Erbakan “made religion and things religious the objects of 
propaganda for political advantage.” 


According to the indictment, at the conclusion of a march and rally in Konya 
(29.5.1978)--during which Necmettin Erbakan was introduced as "Chief Commander 
of the Raiders and the Army of the Faithful... They are honored by your 
presence’--"Sener Battal repeated several times, ‘Our honored hodja...Erbakan 
has come to Mevlana,’ illegally egging the people on. The result of security 
forces intervening in the illegal march was the death of one person, injury to 
most of the security officers and quite a few individuals, and the destruction 
of official vehicles belonging to the security forces. Quite a few of our citi- 
zens during this fray attempted a demonstration and test of strength.” 








The tndtetment draws attention to the fact that a large picture of Ataturk hung 
on a wall during the NSP General Congress held on 15.10.1978 had the eyes cut out 
of it. It characterizes attendant slogans like “Down With Blasphemy's Degrada- 
tion, Let an Islamic State Be Esatablished--Ak-Genc," "Let's Destroy the Idols, 
Let's Overturn the Image of Blind Kemal," in thie way: “His name ise ATATURK but 
this name appeared as a disgrace to the aspirations of modern society, written on 
hall walle during the congress of an organization that among political parties 
has strived to govern a secular republican state.” 
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In @ meeting held by the NSP Youth Organization on 24.1.1979 in a building in 
Ankara called the National View and Culture Palace, Necmettin Erbakan said: "The 
first masonic lodge was opened by an Italian Mason in Salonica named Emmanuel 
Carasso for the purpose of toppling Sultan Abdulhamit II from his heavenly throne. 
Officers in Salonica and vicinity were registered at the lodge. The Action Army 
had been established. The masonic party called Union and Progress had been 
formed... 


"Sultan Abdulhamit was toppled from his heavenly throne by the Action Army. They 
made the masonic organization called Union and Progress the government... Thus 
the Jew slaughtered the last Islamic state. Thus he brought us to today's calami- 
ties... As the 14th century ends and the 15th century begins, we are again 
obliged to consider all these problems... Again holy war is being waged in order 
to return to Ged. The ammunition for this war are being forged in Turkey. The 
Islamic world of a billion people know that this is so." The indictment reads in 
this regard: "By mentioning the Action Army in which Ataturk was chief of staff 
and this historic movement which resulted in the declaration of the Second Consci- 
tution, he has sought to belittle Ataturk and his associates." 


One of the topics touched on by the indictment is the divergence of ideas among 
the NSP defendants regarding method and approach despite their consensus on the 
establishment of a state based on Islamic law. The indictment states: “Mustafa 
Yazgan criticizes Necmettin Erbakan--who demonstrated his authority within the NSP 
organization by having homage paid to him and who held several initiations in this 
manner--with respect to the provisos that in an Islamic state one will follow 
Erbakan, be his subject, pay homage to him, and recognize him both as sole leader 
whose orders and prohibitions are to be obeyed and as Prophet of God... 


"In fact, during the search of the building used as the NSP General Headquarters, 
an 8-page brochure entitled 'The Matter of Homage and Obedience’ and documents in 
Turkish and Arabic that read 'I have paid homage’ and signed by individuals, who, 
following their interrogation, were found to be Istanbul province and District 
organization leaders, were seized in desks and compartments belore¢ing to the 
General Chairman and the Head Private Secretary. It is apparent chat these docu- 
ments are addressed to the defendant Necmettin Erbakan. Since these documents 
were painstakingly hid and protected in the office of the general chairman's 
private secretary, they were considered valuable by General Chairman Necmettin 
Erbakan. This must indicate that Necmettin Erbakan was regarded as the future 











caliph both by himself and by several very close individuals. As far as can be 
determined from the confiscated brochure, the oath states that the caliphate of 
one caliph, the government of one ruler is recognized and affirmed. The oath 
pledges and promises, ‘I henceforth recognize you as my sovereign,--! will obey 
all ordera that conform to the statutes of holy law and the interests of the 
faith and state,'" 


Erbakan made the following statement in a speech at Sivas on 31.5,.1980: “Let God 
make it our destiny to wage holy war with all our might for the sovereignty of the 
All Mighty... By God's leave, the All Mighty will again bring us to power; by 
God's leave, we will execute the All Mighty's command...” The indictment assesses 
the statement in this way: “Religion, objects and concepts held holy, and 
religious sentiment have been made the etuff of propaganda to gain political 
advantage and personal influence,” 


While speaking at the th Camp at Canakkale's Intepe, Necmettin Erbakan said: 
"At least 20 basic laws to guide one's life aust be prepared appropriate to the 
aim of Islam. But this is not enough. It is incumbent that new institutions be 
developed to carry out these principles. Namely, interest-free banks, Islamic 
banks.. These must be established. The Islamic dinar must be adopted. Books 
must be written for schools run according to Islem. Public schools must be 

opened and run according to Islam. | wonder if even sitting in these classrooms 
is the most productive approach. Or is it better to read, seated upon one's knees 
before a teacher?...There can be no source of justice, truth, or good outside of 
Islam..." Moreover, Erbakan stated: ‘There will be overt propaganda for the 
establishment of a state based on Islamic law." The indictment responds: 

"Several days before the Turkish Armed Forces, which are charged with safeguarding 
the Turkish Republic as a national, democratic, social, and secular legal state, 
carried out the great 12 September 1980 action to fulfill the sacred duty entrusted 
it and save the state from the difficult straits into which it had fallen, the 
defendants held their largest demonstration in Konya on 6.9.1980 to exhibit their 
aims. 


"Those slogans on the placards carried during the rally, the slogans shouted by 
the masses during the speeches, the attire worn by a significant portion of those 
who participated in the rally, the large rosaries worm around their necks. the 
fact that Arabic letters and ‘riting were widely used, and the fact that items 
like a model of the Al-Aqsa Mosque were resorted to as a means of stirring 
religious fervor show that the defendants were determined to give the rally the 
utmost propaganda value." 


Furthermore, the indictment states: "Both during the march and at the point of 
the rally, a large number of placards were carried on which appeared: ‘The Koran 
Will Absolutely Be the Constitution,’ ‘The Move Is Toward an islamic State,’ 
"Toward a Classless, Borderless Islamic State,' ‘Secularism Is Absurd, We Are 
Followers of the Holy Law," ‘Justice, Order Will Be Established,’ ‘My Hodja, We 
Patiently Await Your Orders’ as well as similar slogans. Large crowds shouted, 
"Surely an Islamic State Will Be Established,’ ‘Surely the Atheist State Will Be 


Destroyed,’ "The Holy Law Is Order, the Koran Is the Constitution,’ ‘Commander, 
Raider, Soldier Erbakan.' 














"During hie apeech the defendant Necmettin Erbakan frequently addressed the 
gathering as, ‘Champions of Ielam,' ‘Raiders,’ ‘Faithful’ and constantly stirred 
the religious fervor of the assemblage. When the speech (file 5, series 122-167) 
ie reviewed in ite entirety, it constitutes propaganda aimed at gaining political 
influence and advantage for Necmettin Erbakan and hie associates as well as for 
the NSP, whose administrative reine are held by these individuals. by Necmettin 
Erbakan stating in hie speech ‘Let God henceforth set this nation completely on 
the path of the national view,’ propaganda was generated in an indirect and 
“Llusive way for a eatate based on Islamic law and the necessity of making Islamic 
principles dominant in every phase of life." 
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The indictment touches on several documents from which it assertedly obtains "a 
ready understanding of the efforts and operations toward the goal of a s.ate based 
on Islamic law...” 


One such document was seized during a search of the NSP General Headquarters. This 
half-finisned letter wae written by an individual, whose identity cannot be deter- 
mined but who has been placed as an administrative officer, to his father. 


The letter reads: "One learns in school love for Ataturk rather than love of the 
Prophet. In effect, we have never been intimately involved in God's work. We 
wear the Greek's hat... They have made attendance at moeque discretionary. They 
open more bars than mosques; they forbid the study of Arabic... God Almighty com 
mands in the forty-fourth verse of Koranic chapter ‘The Table’ that those who do 
not govern by God's ordinances are infidels. I wonder if we are now being 
governed by God's ordinances. If we are not being so governed, are we then obey- 
ing the infidel? If we are obedient to the infidel, what will become of us? God 
Almighty has told we Muslims what we must do no matter our situation... It has 
never been our lot to sit idly... There are no parties in Islam. Party means 
factionalism. But the party is currently the greatest weapon... There are those 
today who want to use various methods to secure the sovereignty of Islam. Some 
call for religious orders, some for associations, and some for armed struggle. 
But in Islam there is first the possibility of communication. You cannot prevail 
upon someone else under these circums*ances without doing this..." 


The indictment states that “as shown by this document the impact of propaganda and 
related work on the group as well as organization for the purpose of propagandizing 
are very well understood." 


According to the indictment, it is clear from another document “that a camp was 
set up on 3 February 1978 at the Ministry of Public Works Lara Training Facility, 
located 15 kilometers from Antalya (demonstrating that state facilities were used 
for the party's youth organization), that the camp ran until 14 February 1978 
during which time "Biog: aphy of the Prophet (Siyer-i Nebi)' was read, the Holy 
Koran and its chapters covering the performance of prayer were studied, and some 
close-in fighting techniques were learned.” A report was also found “stating that 
some of the people who attended the camp did not even know how to perform prayer, 








that thie deficiency was corrected, that their slogan was ‘The Prophet is the sole 
leader,’ and that their study of the ‘Biography of the Prophet’ was completed in 
order to inatill this fact." 


Among the documents found was “a signed petition concerning the MITB Tatvan 
Organization's request for material aid for a rally to be held in Tatvan called 
‘Damm the Infidel, Call to Islam.’ Thies petition was written and endorsed by the 
NSP Tatvan Dietrict Chairman, the NSP Mutki District Chairman, and enterprising 
members of the committee." Another document was "a list of the names of associa- 
tions, professional groups, unions, etc. endorsed as NSP subsidiary bodies.” Yet 
another document was “an invoice number 08! dated 18.8.1978 sent to NSP General 
Headquarters by the Mim Advertising Company with regard to fasting timetables 
printed up for NSP General Headquarters, the Raiders Association, the Association 
of Raider State Employees, and Hak-Ie (Confederation of Turkish ‘Moral Right’ 
Workers Unions) ae well as the receipt by Salim Garip of 85,000 timetables from 
the Mim Printing Company and Hak-Is General Secretary Mustafa Toyan taking 
delivery of 100,000 timetables from Mia.” 


Moreover, according to what is reported in the indictment, a document was seized 
during a raid on the General Headquarters that appears to have been used for 
propaganda within the party and that speaks about “disruption of the establish- 
ment,” the necessity for Muslims to wait a little and be patient, that one day 
the faith would rear up, and that this would happen before 1980 was out. 


Based on searches conducted at the NSP Provincial Organization, the indictment 
stresses the following points: "It is clear from a document found in the NSP 
Hendek/Sakarya district building that a seminar had ben held and during this 
seminar “an individual named Karamanoglu said, ‘The NSP, which divices Turkey 
into 14 regions, is delegating one inspector for »ach region but that when there 
are 2 or 3 individuals one must be appointed imam. The head imam is to be the 
general chairman while the provincial imam is to be the provincial chairman and 
the district imam will be the district chairman.’ A hand-written note that was 
found shows that Necmettin Erbakan, Fehmi Cumalioglu, and others attended the 
seminar." 


"The inscription ‘in the name of God, the Merciful, the Compassionate’ was found 
on the walls of the NSP Salihli district building, written in Arabic in white on 
a black background and formed to resemble a pistol. Also on the wall...was a 
28-centimeter-long, star-and-crescent Turkish flag in the shape of a triangle. 
The flag was white on a red background and made use of Arabic lettering. Thi 
was in violation of the Flag Lav.” 


In a document entitled "NSP Youth Organization Work Program" found in a building 
belonging to the NSP Eskisehir Province Youth Organization, it is written that "a 
seminar on holy war will be held on 3.19.1978, that holy war must be the national 
view for persons ages 7’ to 70, and that solutions are found by participating in 
the work of Muslim religious o-ders, taking Risale-i Nur (Message of Light) 
courses, reading the Koran, books containing the sayings of the Prophet, and the 
"Biography of the Prophet. 











The indictment asee:ses all these documents as follows: “These confiscated 
placards, flags, and white garaents are part and parcel of the marches and 
rallies that were held. It te clear that these marches and rallies were held 
with the knowledge and under the orders and inatructions of the defendants to 
promote their goal of establishing « state based on Islamic law.” 


In a brochure prepared by the NSP for the 1979 Senate by-elections, it states with 
respect to the “true nature of the JP": “In 1976, JP Minister of National Educa- 
ction Ali Naili Erdem said before the Budget Planning Committee, ‘Mr Chairman, I 
repeat in your presence with emphasis: We are categorically opposed to communism 
and rule oy Ielamic law...'” 


"And...in a section entitled ‘The NAP File’ it is stated: The NAP like the JP 
and RPP is usurtous...and tiled to the West.” The indictment assesses these setate- 
ments as follows: “It is certain that the NSP by ite adverse conduct opposes 
secularism. The NSP concept clearly manifests iteelf as a demand that secularism 
be reproached and opposed.” 


The indictment continues: “It has become clear that the defendants adamantly 
pursued the aim and object of turning the Turkish Republic, whose foundation was 
laid by Kemalist revolution, into an archaic state they envision as grounded in 
Islamic law and reinstating that atmosphere of myopic, reactionary, and retarding 
fanaticism to which the Ottoman Empire fel! prey, resulting in a degeneration that 
threw it far to the rear of modern civilization. It is also evident that the 
defendants founded the NOP to achieve these aims and that they ran the NSP in the 
manner of an illegal organization, abusing the Constitutional rights afforded 
political parties. 


"The Turkish Republic is a state based on Kemalist revolution and whose foundation 
was laid by Kemalist revolution... That the defendants, within the framework of 
the NOP and NSP, as well as ccher parties and their partisans have occasionally 
attacked Ataturk, founder of our nation, is not a coincidence or an action 
embarked upon unwittingly. Since the object was to destroy the republic, which 
they refer to as a ‘la dini' or atheistic state, and establish an Islamic state 

in its place, the most appropriate course and strategy was first to erode the 
foundatior and then destroy an ideologically bankrupt state structure, tottering 
upon its decayed foundation." 


From the standpoint of the indictment which declares that the Military Court of 
Appeals and the supreme Court of Appeals understand active cooperation to be a 
component part of an association, "since the defendants as members of the NSP 
General Administrative Council directed the party and did not cppose any of these 
actions but, on the contrary, were in on them, they have been judged in active 
cooperation or, in other words, as being charter members of this association. 


“When examining the actions within the tctal chain of events, it becomes apparent 
that Necmettin Erbakan was the executive at the top of this association."
